Gibbs 
had been looking over a lst of the 
securities he owned, it is believed, 
when the blow was struck from be- 
hind that killed him. 

Some weeks ago whén Gibbs paid 
his taxes with currency, he had 
bills that Frank Lewis, County 
Treasurer, believed amounted -to 
between $800 and $1000. Investi- 
gation so far.does not show any- 
thing missing,. but, as Gibbs lived 
alone, no one knows if ha carried 
much money with him or not. 
Some small change and three 
watches were untouched, but a pa- 
per had been torn from his pocket. 
as if a search had been made for 
papers or money. He was a Civil 
War.veteran. 

Documents found in. the 
indicate that Gibbs owned yal- 
uable stocks and that recently 
he had been sending monthly re- 
mittances of $500 to Mrs. Jessie 
Groucher of Roéhester, N. Y. A 
niece,.Mrs..8. Jackson, lives at 
Rochester. Gibbs owned a num- 
ber of valuable farms and other 
pfoperty in this vicinity.

The Conejos, a freighter. bound 
from Batum for New York, went 
| down in the Black Sea on Thurs- 
/day. The last wireless message 
received from the vessel, picked up 
by the British steamer Molesley, 


said: “Sinking fast. Hold No. 1 
full of water. Have received no 
response to calls for help.” 

In addition to her captain,*the 
Conejos carried six officers and 
about 20 seamen. American ves- 
sels which went to her assistance 
when her first cry for help was 
flashed by wireless reported they 
found no trace of the steamer or of 
the lifeboats. 

The last “SOS” of the wireless 
operator on board the Conejos, 
complaining that he heard no re- 
sponse to his calls for assistance, 
makes it pathetically clear that 
the Conejos sank before her sister 
ship, the Clontarf, and other ves- 
sels which were hurrying to her 
assistance could reach the scene. 
All these vessels sent reassuring 
radios to the Conejos that they 
were responding to her appeal, and 
it is assumed that the stricken 
freighter’s radio failed soon after 
the vessel began to sink. 

There have been a series of rio- 
lent gales in the Black Sea and in 
Turkish waters during the past 
fortnight. Numerous small boats 
have been foundered, entailing 
considerable loss of life.

A Good Word for Street Cars. 
T> the Viditor of the Post-Dispatch. 

HAVE read in your columns lately two 

or three attacks upon street railway 
systems in favor of busses. They call the 
sireet cars blockers of traffic because 
they have to stay on the rails. This is 
just the good point about a street car, it 
cannot wedge into every available inch 
and block up traffic, but must stay, one 
behind the other and you always know 
where they are going. 

They say motor busses are the modern 
and practical transportation vehicle. Just 
take the street cars off of our streets and 
turn them over to the jitneys and bus 
line and see what happens. Why, they 
cannot see that enough autos could 
not be gotten on the streets to han- 
die the traffic. The U. R. claims to 
haul 70 per cent of the traffic, so if the 
present auto congestion only represents 
80 per cent, what would 100 per cent 
beilike? Des Moines tried to run their 
stréct.car system out with busses and fit- 
neys and came back begging for cars. 
‘Saginaw, Mich., also tried to run out 
their strect cars and adopt busses, but 
after two years’ trial voted street cars 
back, three to one, and if the business in- 
terests in Saginaw have their way, busses 
will never return. Unrestricted bus com- 
‘petition forced street cars out of Sagi- 
naw avout August, 1921. Citizens who 
were misled by the bus boosters did not 
geem to care, but several months later 
the effect on business was apparent, just 
the same as in Des Moines, Toledo, 
Rridgeport and other cities that had per- 
mitted unrestricted bus transportation 
and they were crly too glad to return to 
street cars. | 

If these small cities failed, what would 
happen in St. Louis? The street car sys- 
tem in St. Louls has built up the city.

| COAL DIVIDENDS AND PRICES. 


| The Lehigh and Wilkes-Barre Coal Co. recently 
|paid a dividend of $40 a share on shares of a par 
|Value of $50, a rate of 80 per cent. There’s a 
\Teason, or, rather, this {fs one of the two main 
reasons why the consumer has to pay so much for 
coal. One is the profit of the producer. The other 
is the profit of the wholesaler. The retailer is 
given a clean bill of health by the United States 
| Coal Commission. His profits, says the commis- 
| Sion, are less than they were before the war. 

| The cost of a ton of bituminous to a mine .opera- 
'tor, according to a report of the commission to the 
| President on Sept. 11, ranges from $1.20 to $2.80 
a ton. Yet St. Louisans are paying $8 a ton al- 
‘most at the mouth of the mine. The Coal Com- 
mission is also authority ;for the information that 
wholesalers in recent ital have been taking profit 
at a rate of more than WP pat cee over their pre- 
War margins. It was found the average whole- 
saler who distributed coal without physically han- 
diing i@ made an annual return on capital invested 
of 19 per cent. In 1920 he made a profit of 55.2 
per cent on the investment.. 

A committee of the United Mine Workers of 
America last February placed estimates before the 
Coal Commission declaring that anthracite opera- 
tors were netting an average profit of $1.60 a ton. 
The committee figured that 28 cents a ton would 
have returned a 6 per cent profit if the holdings 
| were valued at $335,496,100. 

The striking fact of the coal situation seems to 
be that, despite overdevelopment and a large per- 
‘centage of idleness at the mines, competition, as 
ireflected in prices, is dead. Operators may be 
overstocked, but there is no inducement to the 
consumer to relieve them of surplus production. 
The consumer must take or leave at prices he 
knows to be extortionate. 

The President’s Coal Commission collected vol- 
uminous data on labor conditions and the econom- 
ics of mining with reference to the welfare of the 
worker and to industrial peace. But what did it 
do for the consumer? Is the Sherman law being 
enforced in the handling of coal? What is*the 
Department of Justice doing to relieve the people 
of an onerous private tax on fuel?

In other cases, because of the 
need of glasses, the eyes become 
congested, causing the mucous 
giands to throw out too much se- 
eretion.

There can bé‘no hope of com- 
nlete relief till the proper glasses 
have been fitted. In the mean- 
time, however, the unsightly ap- 
pearanco due to the gummed 
lashes and scaly lids, no matter 
what the cause, may be overcome 
by the nightly application of yel- 
low oxide of mercury ofntment. A 
one per cent mixture rubbed into 
the lashes will do wonders.

AR be it from an advocate 
F of good cooking to suggest 

the use of seasoning to cover 
up poor food materials, but a dis- 
creet and restrained use of season- 
ings is often the secret of the flavor 
the foreign-born cooks manage to 
achieve from certain wholesome 
foods whose dull sameness of fla- 
vor becomes monotonous. 
A sense of seasoning comes not 


only from knowing what to use, 
when and with what to use it, but 
more particularly from being able 
to use just enough and never too 
much. The seasoning must be se- 
lected to blend perfectly with the 
natural flavor of the food to com- 
plement and accent it, but never to 
cover or disguise it... 
To secure the flavoring qualities 
of garlic it is not necessary that 
the food or the partaker should 
risk the vile smell of this seasoning. 
A crumb of a split clove of garlic 
is all that is needed in a sauce. A 
leg of lamb simply rubbed with a 
clove of garlic before it is put in 
the oven becomes a new delicacy. 
The same treatment may De given 
the bowl in which certain salad 
dressings are mixed. 
Curry is another seasoning often 
mistreated. To get the full ef- 
fect of curry dishes the sauce in 
which curry Is used must be thor- 
oughly soaked to bring out ae 
flavor. 
Bay—more often spoken of as 
bay leaves—is neelected pretty 
much except in vegetable and meat 
soups and pickles, although it is 
equally useful in all meat cooking 
and in meat sauces. Tarragon 
leaves do not belong to salad vine- 
gar alone. A few bits of the 
“hopped leaves will do much to add 
Yiaquancy and sharpnegs to a tartar 
eauce. 
Mint has a refreshing flavor t»* 
*hose who enjoy it, and is espe- 
elally suited to gelatin salads, jel- 
‘ies and beverages. If carefully 
used it may improve buttered peas

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An army test of exploding a 25-pound white phosphorus bomb at the top of a go-foot tower was caught, 
as shown above, by the camera. This bomb is for airplane attack and is made for smoke and, incendiary 
purposes. The white smoke is an excellent range indicator—the strength of the bomb itself is de- 
structive, and the blazing hot phosphorus burns anything it comes in contact with. 
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
